quires correction. The item states that a 
citizen, named Cooney, residing here, was 
shot and killed by a negro soldier on Sat- 
urday week. So far, it was correct, but 
further on, where it Is stated that the citi- 
zen had been robbed of his chickens on 
several occasions; that he had accused the 
darkey of committing the robbery; that 
in consequence, the darkey threatened to 
kill him on [sight; that he stillj threat- 
ens to kill one or two others in the 
borhood ; that he 

and that the authorities have not in- 
vestigated the caser is entirely false. 
Your information was evidently de- 
rived from some party maliciously 
disposed. The citizen (Cooney) had 
not been robbed of any chickens; had 
not accused the darkey of stealing anv 
from him ; had not been threatened by the 
darkey; neither has anyone else been 
threatened by him. The colored soldier 
who shot Cooney was promptly arrested 
after the deed "was performed, and the 
affair was promptly investigated by the 
military authorities. A coroner's inquest 
was also held over the body of deceased, 
and the affair then was thoroughly inves- 
tigated by the civil authorities of Bullitt 
county. "Their investigations clear the 
soldier of all blame in the matter and 
show that the deceased met his fate 
through his own rashness or indiscretion, 
for a full confirmation of which fact I 
would respectfullv refer ybu to Major C. 
B. Leavitt, of Colesburg," who conducted 
the military investigation, and to the re- 
cords of the coroner's inquest. The colored 
soldier was per form i ng his duty as sen t inel , 
at night, when the failure of the deceased 
to comply with universally known guard 
regulations made it necessary for the for- 
mer to shoot the latter. The deceased, on 
approaching tbe post of tbe sentinel, was 
ordered to halt and advance in the cus- 
tomary manner, which he refused to do, 
in words as well as in act. Under his 
orders there was no alternative for the 
sentinel but to shoot. If he had failed in 
the performance of his duty he would 
have been liable to severe punishment. 
There was not the least ill-feeling between 
the deceased and this man. Tbe men of my 
command have never taken a chicken 
from, or done other damage to any citi- 
zen in this vicinity ; neither have they 
been accused of it. The men of my com- 
mand entertain no ill-feeling towards the 
citizens of this section, and 1 am not con- 
scious that the latter entertain any such 
feeling towards the former. I -believe 
every reliable citizen in this immediate vi- 
cinity will indorse as strictly true what I 
have so far said. I think the informant who 
furnished your account of the shooting of 
Cooney cannot live in this immediate 
neighborhood. Certainly he was either 
altogether misinformed, or was actuated 
by the worst of motives.
